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Continuation of 10. Other: The Applicant cites, "quadlets have no header information whereas the <INFO> packets of Mattaway have a 
session ID to identify which session to abort". The Examiner would like to point out that "Reference 1" teaches that the subaction gap 
identifies quadlets in a particular session and that the subaction gap is used to identify a group of subactions within a primary packet (See 
Figure 3-9, page 27, "Reference 1"); the Applicant teaches use of the subaction gab to identify a primary packet to be aborted (see lines 
5-16, page 7 of the Applicant's disclosure). Hence, the Examiner maintains that it would be obvious based on a mechanism for 
identification of quadlets or sub-packets to combine Reference 1 with Mattaway. 
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
